1. Whenever you pick up equipment at the post office. Federal Express 
office, or other shipping office, remember to check the contents carefully 
to be sure there is no damage. This should be done right in the shipping 
office. Once you've determined there is no damage to the new equipment, 
return the bad equipment to us in the packing case the new piece(s) came 
in - Jodi! 

2. A lot of you have been getting requests from the schools to video tape 
the show. You should tell them that because of licensing we cannot give 
anyone permission to reproduce the show. Remember, tell them nicely. 

3. Be sure you rotate your projectors once a week. 

4. When mailing in your option just put it in with your green slips. 

5. Don't forget your Friday call-in should be placed before 4:00 p.m. (EST)

1. Call in every Friday, before 4:00 p.m., if possible. 

2. Those, little notes on the back of the green slips are very important 
to us.

3. If you are working with a radio station, please remind them to send 
us their air check tapes as soon as possible. 

*4. Remember to call us when you have a new phone number and address. 

We must have these to get you last minute info. 

*5. Career Game talent: you must have the name and phone number of 
recruiters for every school. If you don't have them, call us. 

6. Lately I’ve been getting phone calls from friends of yours wanting 
to get in touch with you. Unless I'm familiar with the person, I 
will not give them this information, but I'll take a message and 
get the info to you. 

7. When picking up your mail make sure you receive everything. On the 
envelope, 1 of 3 means there are 3 pieces of mail for you.

1. If you call in on the 800 numbers and can't get through, call, on the 
credit card or call collect (215-659-8300). 

2. When calling in on Friday or any other day, always have your greenslips 
and pen with you. 

3. All CAREER GAME actors should have recruiter's names and phone numbers. 

You must, under penalty of death, call us when you are running low on 

these. 

4. All CAREER GAME actors must, under penalty of death or worse , call 
your recruiters the day before your show! 

5. All actors must, under penalty of listening to Slim Whitman's Greatest 

Hits album, call your schools the day before the show. 

6. When calling the school first try to speak to the tech person, then 

the contact person, never just leave a message with a.secretary. If 
you can't speak with the tech or contact person, ask to speak with 
the principal or assistant principal or someone else in authority.
